THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1969  in 
accordance  with  Circular  5/70  (Wales)  from  the  Health  Department  of 
the  Welsh  Office. 

My  report  deals  with  statistics  and  the  social  conditions  of  the 
district,  the  general  provision  of  health  services  for  the  district,  prev- 
alence of  and  control  over  infectious  diseases,  tuberculosis,  venereal 
diseases,  housing  inspection  and  supervision  of  food,  atmospheric 
pollution,  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  (water  supply,  drainage 
and  sewerage,  public  cleansing,  sanitary  inspection,  domestic  pests 
and  rodent  control  and  the  anti-litter  campaign)  and  the  work  of  the 
public  health  inspectors. 


STATISTICS 

Population 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  is  given  by 
the  Office  of  the  Registrar  General  as  29,080. 

BIRTHS,  DEATHS  AND  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATES. 

The  number  of  live  births  notified  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  606.  Of  the  606  births,  27  were  illegitimate  or  4.45%  of 
the  total  live  births.  In  1968,  4.29%  of  the  total  live  births  were 
illegitimate. 

There  were  310  deaths  in  the  District,  170  males  and  140 
females. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  (deaths  under  1 year)  in  the 
district  was  9,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  15  per  1,000  live 
births.  There  were  14  stillbirths  and  5 deaths  of  infants  under  1 week. 
The  perinatal  mortality  was  23  per  1,000  total  births. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Scarlet  Fever,  Dysentery,  Measles  and  Food  Poisoning 

One  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  notified  during  the  year,  1 case 
of  infective  hepatitis,  3 cases  of  food  poisoning  and  154  cases  of 
measles.  2 cases  of  dysentery  and  1 case  of  meningitis  were  also 
notified  and  both  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  new  notifications  of  tuber- 
culosis was  4 which  were  all  of  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE 

There  were  22  new  cases  of  venereal  disease  in  the  district 
in  1969  (46  new  cases  in  1968),  5 cases  of  Gonorrhoea  and  17  cases 
belonging  to  a number  of  conditons  which  veneralogists  group  together 
as  “other  venereal  conditions”. 

SMALLPOX 

During  1969,  112  vaccinations  against  smallpox  were  carried 
out  in  the  district.  Of  this  total,  78  (36  primary  and  42  revaccinations), 
were  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners  and  34  (30  primary  and  4 
revaccinations)  were  carried  out  in  the  clinics  of  our  district.  There 
were  no  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  distrct  during  1969. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

A total  of  604  anti-poliomyelitis  doses  were  given  to  members 
of  the  public  in  our  district  during  the  year.  Of  this  total,  240  (135 
primary  and  105  booster  doses)  were  given  by  General  Practitioners 
and  364  (148  primary  and  216  booster  doses)  were  administered  at 
clinics.  There  were  no  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year 
in  the  district. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

There  were  310  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  district  in  1969. 
159  deaths  or  51.29%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  disease  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels.  53  deaths  or  17.09%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to 
malignant  disease,  18  of  which  were  of  malignancy  of  lung  and  bronchus. 
Bronchitis  and  Emphysema  claimed  13  lives  and  other  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  system  including  tuberculosis  and  pneumonia  17  lives. 
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MEALS  ON  WHEELS  SERVICE 


It  will  be  of  interest  to  Members  to  know  that  in  a recent  survey 
in  our  district,  on  the  basis  of  the  1966  census,  the  percentage  of  aged 
receiving  a Meals  on  Wheels  Service  is  0.61  for  two  meals  per  week. 
It  is  acknowledged  that,  speaking  generally,  7%  of  the  aged  pop- 
ulation is  in  need  of  a Meals  on  Wheels  Service  and  that  many  of 
these  will  need  meals  at  least  three  times  a week. 

On  receiving  information  from  any  source  that  a certain  res- 
ident may  profit  from  this  service  sanction  is  given  based  on  the  principle 
of  need  and  though  different  people  may  have  varying  ideas  on  the 
definition  of  need,  I am  certain  that  need  can  only  be  judged  on  medical 
and  medico-social  grounds.  Consideration  therefore  is  given  to  factors 
such  as  advanced  age,  disabilities  and  infirmities,  chronic  sickness, 
whether  the  applicant  is  living  alone  without  having  relatives  or  good 
neighbours  living  nearby,  strained  financial  circumstances,  the  quality 
of  cooking  facilities  and  the  degree  to  which  the  applicant  may  be 
housebound. 

All  recipients  of  this  service  appear  to  be  extremely  pleased  and 
great  credit  is  due  to  the  small  groups  of  kindly  voluntary  workers  in 
this  field. 

Some  of  our  residents  in  areas  adjoining  the  Cowbridge  R.D.C. 
receive  their  meals  from  the  Cowbridge  R.D.  Meals  on  Wheels  service 
which  is  reimbursed  by  arrangement  between  the  Councils. 


THE  CHANGING  SCENE 

Diphtheria,  the  one  time  dreaded  disease,  has  been  practically 
wiped  out  by  the  simple  but  methodical  practice  of  immunisation. 
Tuberculosis  can  be  reduced  to  minimal  numbers  within  a decade 
or  two  by  the  effective  combination  of  early  detection,  treatment,  under 
supervision  and  anti-tuberculosis  vaccination  of  all  susceptible  groups. 
Poliomyelitis,  the  incidence  of  which  increased  with  improved  hygiene 
and  better  living  standards  may  be  regarded  as  being  overcome  by 
anti-poliomyelitis  vaccination,  first  introduced  in  this  country  in 
January  1956. 

But  the  venereal  diseases,  especially  gonorrhoea,  no  respector 
of  social  class,  are  on  the  increase. 
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Early  maturity  is  a fact  and  the  decline  in  parental  control  is 
well  known.  Illegitimacy  is  on  the  increase  and  statistics  for  illeg- 
itimate births  for  very  young  mothers  is  alarmingly  high.  The  cont- 
raceptive pill,  hopefully  introduced  to  control  populations,  is  now  being 
advocated  for  all  at-risk  groups. 

The  new  killer  diseases  are  diseases  of  the  heart,  lung  and  blood 
vessels  and  malignancy  in  various  forms.  Consider  for  a moment 
the  wanton  destruction  of  life  and  health.  Cigarette  smoking  now 
directly  claims  100,000  lives  a year  in  this  country  and  causes  suffering 
and  unhappiness  beyond  calculation.  No  doctor  can  be  complacent 
over  such  waste,  all  of  which  is  preventable.  The  price  for  the  illusory 
and  entirely  psychological  “pleasures”  of  smoking  is  too  high  to  pay 

Nobody  can  view  without  deep  concern  the  indulgence  in 
drug  taking.  Euphoriants  and  hallucinogenic  drugs  are  falling  into 
lay  hands  and  their  abuse  is  increasing.  Those  who  experiment 
invariably  proceed  to  the  more  harmful  drugs  when  the  milder  drugs 
lose  their  attraction. 

The  seriousness  of  alcoholism  as  a disease  is  now  fully  established 
and  is  engaging  the  attention  of  workers  in  different  fields. 

The  problem  as  always  is  to  know  how  to  change  attitudes 
and  self-destructive  traits.  There  is  of  course  an  innate  resistance, 
in  general,  to  acceptance  of  professional  opinion.  It  is  easier  and 
more  comfortable  to  give  in  than  to  reflect  and  resist,  easier  to  be  stupid 
than  to  be  sensible,  easier  to  make  excuses  than  keep  good  resolutions, 
easier  to  be  part  of  the  herd  than  keep  outside  it. 

Advances  in  public  health  have  led  to  a phenomenal  reduction 
of  environmental  problems.  This  has  been  due  to  improved  water 
supplies,  advances  in  food  hygiene  and  the  provision  of  more  and  more 
mains  drainage.  Incomprehensively,  in  an  age  when  Man  has  landed 
on  the  moon,  some  residents  in  rural  areas  and  authorities  who  have 
to  provide  for  them,  are  still  afflicted  by  the  presence  of  cesspools. 
Millions  upon  millions  are  planned  for  expenditure  on  schemes  for 
the  year  2,000  when  a minute  fraction  of  such  costs  would  finally 
eliminate  such  archaisms  as  cesspools  from  our  midst. 

It  is  clear  that  there  is  a decreasing  need  for  the  “Jack  of  all 
trades”  in  the  field  of  environmental  hygiene.  Empire  building 
is  all  around  us.  Spurious  claims  to  professional  status  fill  the  air 
but  nobody  should  be  deceived;  nobody  who  knows  will  be  deceived. 
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The  changed  environment  brings  into  focus  new  forms  of 
pollution  which,  in  turn,  call  for  different  skills  and  new  forms  of 
expertise.  Little  wonder  that  the  environment  is  now  established  as 
being  sufficiently  important  to  merit  attention  and  control  centrally.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  following  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received 
during  1969.  There  were  154  cases  of  measles,  3 cases  of  food  poison- 
ing, 1 case  of  scarlet  fever  and  1 case  of  infective  hepatitis.  2 cases 
of  dysentery  and  1 case  of  meningitis  were  notified  and  were  admitted 
to  hospital.  7 cases  of  tuberculosis  brought  the  total  notifications 
to  169. 


Tuberculosis 

During  the  year,  7 names  were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Register.  6 were  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  1 was  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis.  4 of  these  were  new  notifications  and  3 cases  were 
transferred  to  Cardiff  Rural  District  from  other  areas. 


We  were  informed  that  12  names  could  be  removed  from  the 
Tuberculosis  Register,  7 because  they  had  recovered,  4 persons 
had  moved  out  of  the  area  and  1 because  the  patient  could  no  longer 
be  traced. 


A close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Health  Department, 
Chest  Physcians  and  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  all 
matters  relating  to  tuberculosis  and  environmental  conditions.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  for  drinking,  domestic  and  industrial  purposes  in  the 
Council. s district  is  provided  by  three  water  undertakings,  namely, 
Cardiff  Corporation  Water  works,  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board 
and  Taf  Fechan  Water  Board.  The  water  supplied  by  all  three  is 
wholesome  and  of  a good  standard  purity. 


Samples  are  taken  regularly  for  bacteriological  examination  at 
various  points  throughout  the  district  and  the  report  on  each  sample  is 
submitted  every  quarter  to  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Council.  558 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  of  these  only  9 samples  proved 
unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  up  by 
further  samples,  increased  chlorination  and,  where  it  was  found 
necessary,  permanent  repairs  were  carried  out  at  a reservoir. 


The  Water  Engineer  for  Cardiff  Corporation  informs  me  that 
there  have  been  142  new  connections  to  mains  water  supply  in  the 
Cardiff  Rural  District  during  1969. 


A table  as  requested  by  the  Ministry  circular  appears  on  page 
27a  giving  particulars  of  dwellings  in  each  of  the  parishes  provided 
with  a public  mains  supply  of  water  and  those  dependant  on  wells 
or  springs  etc.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  dwellings  still 
depending  on  wells  or  springs  for  their  water  is  very  small.

The  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  area  covering  the  above 
licensed  sites  is  expected  to  carry  out  at  least  one  routine  inspection 
of  the  sites  per  month.  Conditions  on  the  licensed  sites  have  maintained 
a high  standard  throughout  the  year. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  is  one  private  swimming  pool  in  the  area  and  this  is 
located  at  Lavernock  Point  Holiday  Site.  During  the  summer  months 
regular  samples  are  taken  to  check  the  chemical  characteristics  and 
bacteriological  standard  of  the  water.  Samples  taken  during  the  year 
indicate  that  the  water  is  satisfactory. 


SUMMER  CAMPING 

There  is  one  site  in  the  Council’s  District  where  people  who 
spend  their  holidays  in  tents  are  permitted  to  stay  for  short  periods. 
The  site  is  well  supervised,  has  an  adequate  supply  of  water  and  is 
provided  with  closet  accommodation.  Refuse  bins  are  provided  and 
the  site  is  generally  well  maintained.  This  is  not  a licensed  site. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 


Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960 

During  1969,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  a total  of  334 
routine  visits  to  all  types  of  food  premises  in  the  Council’s  District. 
The  visits  revea‘ed  62  instances  where  the  occupiers  of  premises 
did  not  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
The  Public  Health  Inspectors  served  14  notices  in  respect  of  cont- 
raventions and  in  all  these  cases  the  contraventions  were  remedied 
by  informal  action. 

All  complaints  concerning  food  “not  of  the  nature,  substance 
or  quality”  demanded  by  the  purchaser  were,  after  preliminary 
enquiry,  forwarded  to  the  County  Council,  who  are  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Authority,  for  investigation  and  any  action  considered  necessary.

MEAT  (STAINING  STERILISATION)  REGULATIONS  1960 
SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958.  MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Council’s  District  where 
animals  are  slaughtered  for  sale  of  meat  to  the  public.  This  relieves 
our  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  a standard  statutory  duty. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

We  are  no  longer  a water  authority  therefore  schemes  are 
not  directly  carried  out  by  the  department  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
of  this  Council. 

Sewerage  schemes  undertaken  during  the  year  consisted  of 
Rhoose  Surface  Water  Sewerage  scheme  and  disconnection  of  surface 
water  sewers  of  Council  dwellings  at  Rhoose.  There  were  no  privy 
conversions. 
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ANTI-LITTER 


Over  lUU  litter  containers  are  positioned  at  sites  approved  by 
the  Health  Committee.  Ten  out  of  a total  of  30  parishes  are  not 
provided  with  litter  receptacles  as  they  have  not  yet  experienced  a 
litter  problem. 

The  parish  of  Bonvilston  supplies  its  own  litter  containers 
and  the  parish  of  St.  Georges,  with  one  exception,  also  supplies  its 
own  containers. 

During  the  year  litter  baskets  were  replaced  in  the  Parishes 
of  Penmark  and  Porthkerry,  a litter  bin  was  replaced  in  Gwaelodygarth 
and,  in  the  parish  of  Radyr  where  a new  lamp  posts  were  erected, 
replacements  were  supplied  as  necessary  and  affixed  to  the  new'  posts. 

Refuse  collection  is  not  a function  of  the  Health  department. 

PROVISION  OF  REFUSE  BINS 

The  Council  has  two  schemes  to  enable  all  householders  to 
have  refuse  bins.  Private  householders  on  payment  of  7/6d.  per 
annum  may  rent  a refuse  bin  which  is  not  replaced  for  5 years,  whereas 
a tenant  of  Council  accommodation  pays  3d.  per  week  with  the  rent 
until  the  cost  of  the  bin  is  recovered,  i.e.  in  approximately  3 years. 

DOMESTIC  PESTS 

No  treatment  for  the  destruction  of  insects  is  undertaken  by 
the  department  but  any  person  troubled  by  insect  infestation  is  helped 
with  advice  on  suitable  insecticides  to  use.  The  department  deals 
with  a great  many  enquiries  annually  in  relatio  n to  ants,  cockroaches, 
flies,  and  in  some  places  bed  bugs. 

Destruction  of  wasps’  nests  is  a service  provided  by  the  Health 
department  and  greatly  appreciated  by  residents.  The  Council’s 
Rodent  Officer  undertakes  this  work  at  the  rate  of  10/-  per  w'asp  nest 
though  the  service  to  the  public  is  free  of  charge. 

42  nests  were  destroyed  during  1969. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Preventation  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  requires 
every  local  authority  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  secure,as  far  as  it 
is  practicable,  its  district  free  from  rat  and  mice  infestation. 
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Private  houses  are  treated  free  of  charge  but  owners  of  business 
premises  and  farms  are  asked  to  enter  into  a contract  with  the  Council 
in  order  that  regular  visits  and,  where  necessary,  treatment  of  their 
premises  can  be  carried  out.  The  annual  cost  to  farmers  and  to 
owners  of  business  premises  is  low  and  it  is  generally  felt  that,  where 
there  is  likely  to  be  infestation  from  rats  and  mice,  it  is  well  worthwhile 
handing  over  the  responsibility  of  rodent  control  to  the  District 
Council.
